great and ever-growing class of those who have 
sacrificed their best in the nation’s cause. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury preached the 
sermon, and his discourse was marked through- 
out with passionless determination and deep 
conviction. In the course of his termon he 
eaid: Three vears ago! It seems like ten, Some 
of us find it hardly possible to “ think our- 
selved back " into the pre-war days, or revivify 
in vision the sunny homes, the radiant hopes 
that then were ours. Then came the first weeks 
and months of war. To most people it is be- 
coming increasingly difficult to feel again the 
glowing impulse which throbbed in every fibre 
of British manhood as we gave ourselves in 
serious purpose to the high emprise whereto, as 
we unhesitatingly believed then—as we un- 
swervingly believe still—we were called by every 
obligation to which an honourable man must 
rise, We are no more doubtful of it now than 
we were in those August weeks three years ago, 
but the long long strain does tell upon nerve and 
muscle: and a stiffened upper lip and a sternly 
firm endurancé must in some measure replace 
the comparative buoyancy and spring with 
which in those first days we deliberately faced 
the dread ordéal of a vast world-war, At this 
anniversary time we pause and take stock 
of the three years’ outeome.

BRITISH OFFICIAL. 


General Headquarters in France, dated 4th 
August, 1917, 12.1 p.m. :— 

Our troops recaptured during the night the 
remaining portion of the trench east of 
Monchy-le-Preux, into which the enemy forced 
his way on the night’ of the 2nd-3rd instant. 
Our positions in this neighbourhood, which on 
the night in question were attacked by hostile 
forces, estimated at a battalion strength, have 
now been completely re-established by the 
British troops on the spot.-. On the Ypres 
battle front our Allies have made further pro- 
gress east of Kortekeer Cabaret.. Heavy rain 
again fell during the night. 

Saturpay, 9.12 p.m. 

The weather has continued to be wet and 
stormy. Our troops have gained further 
ground during the day north-west of ‘it. 
Julien. Hostile artillery has shown coneider- 
able activity east of Messines and in the Nieu- 
port sector. 


Sunpay, 11.15 a.m. 

The enemy's artillery developed great activity 
during the night in the neighbourhood of 
Hollebeke and the Ypres-Comines Canal. North 
of the village French troops made further pro- 
gress. 

North-west of Bixschoote a German raiding 
party was repulsed. 

Last night south of Arleux-en-Gohelle our 
troops carried out a successful raid. East of 
Vermelles early this morning a hostile attack 
upon a post held. by Portuguese troops was 
driven off with leas to the enemy. 

9.5 P.M. 

After heavy shelling of our positions south 
and north of the Ypres-Comines Canal, the 
enomy launched an attack early this morning 
on both sides of the canal, and succeeded 
momentarily in gaining a footing in Hollebeke. 
His troops were at once driven out by our 
counter-attacks, in which we captured several 
prisoners. Elsewhere the enemy s attacks 
failed. 

A hostile raiding party was repulsed by our 
fire last night south of Queant.

In Belgium, in spite of the continuance of 
bac weather, our troops have made progress 
beyond the Kortekeer Cabaret.

Further 
east the enemy, towards 19.30: a.m., delivered a 
serious attack south of Juvineourt. After a 
very lively fight our solkdiers drove the 
assailants out of the portion of a trench in 
which they had succeeded in gaining a footing. 
Our line has been established in iis entirety. 
The artifiery duel assumed a ‘certain violénce 
on both banks of the Meise, notably in the 
region of the Mort Homme and Cauriares 
Wood.

The Press Association's Bpecial Correspondent 
with the British Army in Flanders, telegraphing 
on Auguét Sih, says >-~ 

The weather to-day is fair, and the water- 
logged country is already draining and drying. 
Throughout the night and during this morning 
there has been much fighting and intense artil- 
lery activity. Im the neighbourhood of Holle- 
beke the Germans counter-attacked with zreat 
weight at about five o clock this morning, and 
such reports as have come back suggest heavy 
fighting, oon as yet, the situation rem4iins 
obscure. uch further south the Canadians 
advanced some of their posts in the direction of 
the Cite du Moulin at about one o'clock this 
morning with at success. As a result, our 
line has been advanced to a depth of about two 
hundred yards towards Lens, on a front of some 
thing like a thousand yards. 

Regarding the costly counter-attacks which 
the troops of General von Arnim’s Army con- 
tinue to make against our new frent in Flan- 
ders, prisoners state that the order is to retake 
the old German second line. Bo far, although, 
as I say, the position about Hollebeke is not 

uite clear at the momént, these attenmpis haye 
all failed, and the German casualties must be 

iling up to an appalling total. Even the heavy 
os Be ments which the German gunners are 
maintaining are known to be inflicting a certain 
degree of loss = their infantry, dwi to 
the fact that they repeatedly shoot ‘short. 
Whilst speaking of the enemy army, I may say 
that we continue to receive roofs that the 
number of guns we have captured represents 
but a minimum of what the Germans have 
really lost. On the opening of the great battle, 
according to prisoners, one of their reserve field 
artillery fegiments stationed in front of the 
third line destroyed two of their guna, which 
they a ntly feared would fall into our

MR. GERARD’S 
DISCLOSURES. 


KAISER’S TELEGRAM 
TO PRESIDENT WILSON 


AN OFFICIAL DENIAL. 


With reférence to a telegram sent by the 
German Emperor to President Wilson on 
August 10th, 1914, we have the highest 
authority to declare that the statements alleged 
by the Emperor to have been made to Prince 
Henry of Priissia by Hia Majesty the King are 
absolutely without any foundation. : 

This official denial refers to a telegram which 
the German Emperor requested Mr. Gerard, 
the late United States Ambassador in Berlin, 
to transmit to President Wilson on August 
10th, 1914, in reply to an offer of the latter’s 
mediation. The text of the telegram is mow 
published for the first time by Mr. Gerard, énd 
the Press Association is enabled to quote it by 
the courtesy of the Daily Telegraph, which has 
the sole English rights of the serial publication 
of Mr. Gerard’s book. The Kaiser's telegram is 
as follows :—

(1) H.R.H. Prince Henry was received by His 
Majesty King George V. in London, who em- 
wered him to transmit to me verbally that 
ingland would remain neutral if war broke put 
on the Contingent involving Germany and 
France, Austria and Russia.

was repeated verbaily July 29. 

(2) My Ambassador in London transmitted a 
message from Sir Edward Grey to Berlin, say- 
ing that only in case France was likely to be 
crushed England would interfere. 

(5) On the 30th my Ambassador in London 
reported that Sir Edward Grey, in the course 
of a “private” conversation, told him that if the 
conflict remained localised between Russia and 
Serbia and Austria England would not move, 
but if we mixed in the fray she would take 
quick decisions and grave measures. If I left 
by Ally, Austria, in the lurch to fight alone 
in¢gland would not touch me. 


(4) This communication being direetly counter. 


to the King’s message to me, I telegraphed 
to His Majesty on the 29th or 30th, thanking 
him for his kind messages through my brother, 
and begging him to use all his power to keep 
France and Russia, his Allies, from making any 
warlike preparations to disturb my work of 
mediation, stating that I was in constant com- 
munication with His Majesty the Tsar. In the 
evening the King kindly answered that he had 
ordered his Government to use every possible 
influence with his Allies to refrain from taking 
any provocative military measures. At the 
same time His Majesty asked me if I would 
transmit to Vienna the British pro- 
oral = that Austria was to take 
Jelgrade and a few other Serbian 
towns and a strip of territory to make sure 
that the other Serbian promises on paper should 
be fulfilled in reality. This goil, was in the 
same moment telecraphed to me from Vienna 
for London, quite in conjunetion with the British 
AR rn Besides I had telegraphed to His 
fajesty the Tsar the same as an idea of mine 
before I received the two communications from 
Vienna and London, as both were of the same 
opinion. 

(5) I immediately transmitted the telegrams 
vice versa Vienna and London. I felt I was 
able to tide the question over, and was happy 
at the peaceful outiook. . 

(6) While I was preparing a Note to HLM. 
the Tsar the next morning to inform him that 
Vienna, London, and Berlin were agreed about 
the treatment of affairs, I received the tele 
phone from H.K. the Chancellor that in the 
night before the Tsar had given the order to 
mobilise the whole of the Russian Army, which 
was, of course, also meant against Germany, 
whereas up till then the Southern armies had 
been mobilised against Austria. 

(7) In a telegram from London my Ambassa- 
dor informed me-he understood the British 


i Government would guarantee the neutrality of 


France, and wished to know whether Germany 
; ' from attack. I telegraphed te 
His ay od the King personally that mobili- 
sation, being already carried out, could not be 
stopped, but if Hig Majesty could guarantee 
with his armed forces the neutrality of France 
I would refrain from attacking her, leave her 
alone, and employ my troops elsewhere. His 
Majesty answered that he thought my offer 
was based on a misunderstanding, and, as far 
as I can make out, Sir FE. Grey never took my 
offer in serious consideration. He never 
answered it. Instead, he declared that England 
had to defend Belgian neutrality, which had to 
be violated bY Germany on strategical grounds, 
news having been received that France was al- 
ready prepared to enter Belgium, and the King 
of Belgium. having refused my petitioiy for a 
passage under guarantee of his country’s free 
om.

GALLANT. BATTALION RUNNER. 

Stories of individual feats of gallantry in the 
great battle are beginning to gain currency, but 
in the main they are so like what has already 
been told one hundredfold that it is difficult to 
make selection. A certain battalion runner 
was returning from the delivery of a message 
when his eye detected a movement at the mouth 
of a dug-out. Warily approaching, he came 
upon a Boche, who was just about to descend 
into the dug-out. Sofily unslinging his rifle, 
the “ Tommy ™ followed him down. On arriv- 
ing at the little cavern at the bottom of the 
ladder, he found seventeen Huns seated in it, 
in addition to the man who had acted as his 
unconscious guide. Whipping his weapon up 
to the ready, he roared over his shoulder as 
though to his companions outside, and then faced 
the Germans. Clearly thinking that they were 
trapped, their hands went up im unison. The 
daring rumner then motioned to them to ascend 
the ladder, following the last man up. When 
they were all in the open and saw that no other 
human being was in sight they began to bolt in 
all directions, bellowing fiercely. The runner 
fired a few shots into the air. The effect was 
magical, Not only did the running Huns stop, 
but to a man they returned, and a few minutes 
later, to the astonishment of all spectators, the 
indomitable Tommy marched into headquarters 
escorting. one non-commissioned officer and 
seventeen other ranks. The incident forms an 
allegory of the triumph of right over might. 


THE TANKS IN ACTION.

THEIR PART IN RECENT- 
FIGHTING, 


The Press Association's Special Correspondent 


with the British Army in Flanders, telegraphing 


on August 5th, says of the use of tanks in the 
battle which was commenced some days ago i— 
Many and wonderful were the experiences of 
the tanks in the fighting. One machine was in 
action for 17 hours, and the crew of another 
remained in the battle zone all night. Two 
tanks which had pushed in beyond the infantry 
got “bellied” in the slush, and were left quite 
exposed. Some of the occupants got out and 
proceeded to lay out anchors whereby to heave 
the machines clear, and for two hours this little 
arty continued to work under continual fire. 
several times the Hiins made an effort to cap- 
ture the tanks, but they were regularly driven 
off by the machine gun fire of those whe re- 
mained within. Ultimately the stranded ma- 
and went snorting back 
towards their own Tines. - 


CLEARING OUT A CASTLE. 


Our troops were meeting with obstinate re- 
sistance from & nest of machine guns concealed 
ia Vothmern Castle, and so a tank went to 
their assistance. tage | inside the redoubt, it 
soon drove the Huns -mell out, and, slewing 
round, proceeded to give chase, but getting into 
a communication trench the Germans worked 
back into the Castle and attacked our men 
afresh. The prearranged ¢ignal brought four 
tanks to the assistance of our infantry, which 
proceeded tó clear out the works, and to hold 
up batches of the enemy whilst our lads made 
prisoners of them. As illustrating the moral 
effect of these machines upon the Germans, 
the following incident is interesting. Right offi- 
cers were in a strong post which was difficult to 

et at direct, and from which they might have 
Sons some aniging. The reconnaissance officer 
with a tank allenged them, and said that if 
they did not come out he would send the tank 
in after them. They raleed their handa and 
came forth. Agate, & strong post in Bt. Julien, 
which was i ing a lot of trouble, was visited 
by tanks, whereupon there was a regular irrup- 
tion of surrendéring Boches. á 

Although it is known that the German ftn- 
fantry had been instructed to bomb tanks when 
attac by. them, I cannot learn of a single 
case in which this was done during Tuésday’s 
fighting. They are ugly things to approach 
near enough to throw a hand nade. An 
aeroplane nded and opened fire upon óna 
of the machines that was stuck, but without 
doing mue mbuR. 

In gallantry and daring the personnel of the 
tanks yield pride of place to no arm of the 
Service, whilet the military value of these weird- 
looking machines has been again proved beyond 
all question in this latest fighting.

RETREAT BETWEEN 
DNIESTER AND PRUTH.

RUSSIAN OFFICIAL, 


Saturday.—To the north of Husiatyn, under 
céver of artillery fire, ohe of our scoutmg par- 
ties, fording the River “Zbrucz; attacked the 
enmny's rearguard, which had occupied posi- 
tions on the eastern bank of the river, and, 
after showering hand-gronades upon them, our 
men used the Cayenet. 

The Germans. with cries of; ‘' The Cossacks 
have come,” fied towards the Zbrucz. As a 
result of this encounter the eastern bank of the 
Zbrucz was cleared of the Germans, and we 
captured 43 prisoners and seven machine guns. 
On the River Zbrucz, to the south of Skala, our 
infantry drove the enemy from the villages of 
Chustovka and Czerno-Kozincy. 

Between the Dniester and the Pruth our 
troops continued to retire in an easterly direc- 
tion, and during the night of August 3rd aban- 
doned Czernovitz, blowing up the bridge across 
the River Pruth. The enemy occupied the 
villages of Rachkov, Poliana, and Rarancze, 
and the town of Czernovitz. 

In the Carpathians our troops are retiring 
to the east. The enemy is conducting a pursuit 
in places, and, owing to moral reasons, some 
of our units are not making the necessary re- 
sistance. 

Rumanian Front.—To the north-east of. Kim- 
polung our troops are waging a battle with the 
advancing enemy. Watra, on the Moldavitza, 
has been occupied by the enemy. 

Sunday’s Petrograd communiqué :— 

On the Stokhod, im the region of the Kovel- 
Sarny railway line, & party of scouts, after 
crossing a branch of the Stokhod, where the 
water was up to their necks, cut the enemy's 
wire entanglements and attacked the Austrians’ 
advanced post. bayonetting pert and taking 
prisoners the remainder. In the direction of 
Kovel, in the region of the villages of Kellick 
and Kukhany, enemy infantry, about seven 
companies strong, launched an attack upon our 
positions, but were repulsed by the barrage fire 
of our artillery, and driven back to their 
trenches. 

On the River Zbruezin, in the region of 
Kurdrinez, a party of our scouts, consisting of 
seven men, made a successful reconnaissance, 
taking by eurprise an enemy outpost of W 
men. Several were bayonetted, and two taken 
The reset fled. . 

East of Czernovitz, in the region of Borian, 
we captured Doljok Wood as a reenlt of the 
fighting. Our Hours Infantry Regiment, as 
the result of a bold attack, took prisoners 20 
Officers and over 500 rank and file, and also 
captured three machine guns. South-west of 
Borian the enemy occupied the villages of 
Molodia and Kotulbanski. 

Weat of the Sereth the enemy took in battle 
Neifradovs, on the Sutchav River. 

Rumanian Front—In the direction of Kimpo- 
lung our troops, under pressure of the enemy, 
retired somewhat eastwarde. Vamm was occu- 
pied by the enemy. In the region of Kotu- 
Mikhah a party of our seouta, consisting of 10 
Officers and 200 rank and file, made a success. 
ful raid on thé enemy's position, capturing 
three machine guns and bayonetting some 
scores of men. 


RUMANIAN OFFICIAL, 

Rumanian communiqué (Thursday). 

In the region north of Dorna Vatra the 
Russian troops are in occupation of the line of 
resistance which has. been assigned to them 
west of Kimpolung. Im the mountainous region 
between the valleys of the Casin and Putna the 
enemy made several counter-aitacks on the 
Magura plateau, all of which were repulsed. 
We took seventy prisoners. On the Putna and 
the Sereth encounters between patrols and an 
artillery bombardment were reported. 


GERMAN OFFICIAL,

DIET DISSOLVED. 


A Reuter’s telegram from Helsingfors, dated 
Friday, eays ~~ 

The Senate decided, by 7 votes against 6 (So- 
eialiet), to publish the Provisional Govern- 
ment’s manifesto on the dissolution of the Diet, 
and the holding of new elections This déel- 
gión wae at Oucé communicated to the Diet, 
which adjourned for two hours 

The President then, without reading the 
manifesto, declared the labours of the Diet 
suspended until further orders. The deputies 
at once left the House. 

The Govermor-General, the Commander of the 
Baltic Fleet; and the Commandant of the 
Svemborg fortress attended a joint meeting of 
the Naval and Regimental Committees. The 
Governor, explaining the reasons for thé dis- 
solution of the Diet, said that the Government 
eould net accept the position created by the 
Diet’s usurpation of the sovereign rights of the 
Russian Ea The opening the new Diet 
would ooineíde with the meeting of the Con- 
etituent Assembly, só that beth bedies would 
be able legitimately to pronounce on the poli- 
fical future of Finland. In the event of the 
Diet refusing to dissolve, the Governor added, 
force would be used, and the building would 
be sealed. 

A Reutér’s Petrograd telegram of Friday 
says :- 

Nearly all the newspapers, except 
Novaya Zhien and the Rubotchaya WGateta, ex- 

ress satisfaction at the dissolution of the 
finnish Diet. Tha Jrvestia, the organ of the

M. KERENSKY WITH- 
DRAWS RESIGNATION. 


ALL-NIGHT MEETING OF 


LEADERS. 


‘A Reuter’s telegram from Petrograd, dated 
Thursday, says :— 

M. Kerensky, the Premier, has resigned, 
and has left Petrograd. The Provisional Go- 
vernment ‘has decided not te accept his 
resignation. 

In a letter addressed to M. Nekrassoff, who 
has taken temporary charge of the Premier- 
ship, M. Kerensky says:— In view of the 
impossibility, in spite of all the measures Í 
have taken to reeonstitute the Provisional Go- 
vernment so as to cope with the necessities of 
the historic and exceptional conditions # the 
present time, I can no longer continue to be 
responsible to the country, and [ have asked 
the Provisional Government to reliéve me of my 
functions.” 

After deciding not to accept M. Kerensky’s 
resignation, the Provisional Government called 
a meeting of representatives of all the political 
parties, as well as representatives of the Duma, 
the Council of Workmen’s and Soldiers’ Dele- 
gates, and of the Peasants. 

‘his meeting was presided over by M. 
Nekrassoff, who explained that his reason for 
convening it was that the representatives of the 
Various parties might express their views. M. 
Terestchenko and M. Tseretelli, Minister of the 
Interior,also addressed the meeting, emphasising 
the necessity of the close union of all parties 
in order to save the country from the terrible 
crisis in which it was involved. 

A Petrograd telegram, dated Saturday, says! 
The historic meeting, which was held at the 
Winter Palace, did not end until 6 on Saturday 
morning, when an agreement was reached be- 
tween all political factions on the basis of 
mutual concessions, and expressing eneral 
confidence in M. Kerensky as the only man 
possessing snfficient authority to assure the Go- 
vernment of the country. 

M. Terestchenko, the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, rising at 6 in the morning to sum up 
the discussion, said he was convinced that the 
zealous desire displayed by all parties at the 
ledge 
that the safety of -the country would be 
secured. 

The conference was suspended in order to 
afford the various parties to it an opportunity 
of coming to an understanding as to the best 
way of settlement of their differences. 

When the conference reassembled a declara- 
tion was read on behalf of the following im- 
portant groups—The Social Democrats, the Re- 
volutionary Socialists, the Democratic Radicals, 
the Labour Union party, the Popular Socialists, 
and the Cadet party, that these parties were 
ready to entrust M. Kerensky with the re- 
construction of the Government on the basis 
of two conditions—(1) that of the Socialists, 
that the new Government should remain faith- 
ful to its declaration of July 81; and 
(2) that of the Cadets, that the Government 
should possess entire liberty of action in all Jjts 
policy, and be completely independent of the 
influence of any political party. 

M. Nekraassoff, the Vice-President of the 
Council of Ministers, in a speech oe up 
the proceedings of the conference, declared that 
a compromise had been reached, and its terms 
would be immediately communicated to M. 
Kerensky.

SUGGESTED DICTATORSHIP. 


In. the course of the meeting, which the 
entire Press declares to be historie, held by the 
Provisional Government with the participation 
of representatives of the five principal political 
ÓR and the Executive committees, M. 
Nekrassoff replacing the Premier, declared that 
the Government must choose between three 
courses—firstly, to hand over power to the 
organs from which the Government had re- 
ceived its authority; secondly, to entrust full 
power to one single person with a view to the 
formation of a Ministry; or thirdly, to summon 
representatives of the different political groups 
to deliverate tegether. 

M. Terestchenko, Minister of Forei Affairs, 
indicated the mortal uneasiness of the Pro- 
visional Government on knowing all the facts. 
He criticised the habit of inértia and of sub- 
mitting to shame, while it was necessary to pre- 
pare for war throughout a trying autumn or 
winter. At the present moment, he said, it 
was impossible to talk of peace. Different 
groups had attempted to profit by the situation. 
Their Prowse Pry en g demands had brought about 
the straining of the finances of the country. The 
frst order of the day was a veritable crime, 
which must be recognised as the mistake which 
began the disaggregation of the Army and the 
decadence of discipline. The offensive organised 
by M. Kerensky had saved the honour of the 
country. Without “wishing to disparage thé 
importance of the Councils of the Workmen's 
and Soldiers’ Delegates, the Minister said he 
considered it impossible to state the problem 
too closely. The Government must have the 
support of all classés of the population. 
Kerensky was the only person who had the con- 
fidence of the country, and was capable of 
arousing the efforts that were needed. 

Speaking later, M. Terestchenko begged all 
his hearers to think of the necessity agreo- 
ment if Russia was to he saved. 

M. Tseretelli also condemned all divérgencies of 
views. “We are in a period of revolution,” he said 
“and there can be no salvation without the 
satisfaction of revolutionary needs.” 

Professor Milakoff indi¢ated that M. 
Terestchenko had we Ns the principal pointa 
of the Constitutional Democrats in demandin 
independence for the Government. He oen 
to confer fuil powers on M. KerensKy, givin 
him every latitude in choosing the members 
the Cabinet Either M, Kerensky and the Pro- 
visional Government must receive full powers 
and unlimited dictatorship without the possible 
co-operation of the Council of Workmen's and 
Soldiers’ Delegates, or else all power must be 
transferred to the latter. “ you accept 
power? ” he askéd M. Cheidse. 

The latter, 
Workmen’s and Soldiers’ Delegates, replied, cate- 
gorically, that the Council would refuse to 
accept power as it refused its consent to the 
conferring of full dictatorial wers, which 
méan the renóuneimg by the Council of the 
direction of the revolutionary masses. 

M. Nekrasoff, with tears in his eyes, en- 
treated the assembly to organise the Govern- 
mont as rapidly as possible.

M. KERENSKY WITHDRAWS 
RESIGNATION, 


A Reuter’s telegram from Petrograd, dated 
Saturday, says :— 

At 5 o'clock this evening another meeting of 
Minitters was held at the Winter Palace, at 
which M. Kerenaky was present. After being 
informed of the re#uits of the all-nigh? con- 
ference of the various parties he withdrew his 
resignation. 

During the evening #. Kerensky conferred 
with a number of political personages.

THE STOCKHOLM CONFERENCE.

MR. MACNEILL AND THE GAELIC

INDIA AND CONSTITU-

A telegram from Bombay on July 30 (de- 
laved) says:—The Joint Conferepee of the Com- 
mittee of the Indian National Congress and the 
Council of the All-Indian Moslem League has 
passed a resolution declaring that there is a 
consensus of opinion among Indians that the 
recent internments ordered by Word Pentland, 
Governor of Madras, and Sir Michael O'Dwyer, 
Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab, and the 
pronouncements made by these officials, are the 
result of a policy of repression, inaugurated 
with a view to putting down all agitation for 
{ stitutions! reform. Those responsible, the 
‘solution adds, have, therefore, failed to esti- 
mate correctly the real strength of the demand 
for a substantial step towards Indian self-go- 
vernment within the Empire after the war. ‘lo 
llay the storm of indignation which has been 
created, the following remedies are suggested 
by the Conference :—(1), An authoritative pro- 
nouncement pledging the Imperial Government 
án unequivocal terms to the policy of makéng 
India a self-governing member of the Empire.

He was sure that those people in Russia who | 


at one time thought that peace could be 
secured by moans of sectional organisations 
had ceased t> be of that opinion. Why, if they 
retired to the» Ural mountains with the Ger- 
mans pursuing, would they be near a peace 
without annexations or contributions? It 
would simply mean that the Germans would 
have the pick of the best land, and impose in- 
demnities on the nation that. could best pay 
them. And if we had followed that example in 
the west we should have been in the sea, and 
our great Army would have gone. What 
would have been the use, then, of going to the 
Kaiser and saying to him: “ Great War Lord 
—(laughter)—we know all you want is to pro- 
tect German soil; we have done our best to 
protect it by clearing out to the sea. Now 
give us peace. We trust you.” He thought 
they would find their mistake very soon. That 
was not the way to ensure peace, not even 
peace with annexations and contributions. It 
was postponing peace, and he was perfectly 
certain that even those in Russia responsible 
for that policy were realising it as deeply to- 
day as those who were looking on. and seeing 
what ‘was to follow. Here we were a free 
country, whose honour was defended by free- 
men, and they were maintaining it brilliantly. 

GERMANS AND THE RECENT BATTLE. 

He said the Germans were well gatisfied with 
the last battle. Well, all he could tell them 
was that the distinguished Commander-in-Chiet 
of our Army on the western front had secured 
all his objectives in that battle. The Germans 
were pleased with the battle, so were we. 
(Cheers.) He believed that the Field-Marsbal 
proposes to rejoice the Kaiser's heart again and 
again. But we must not be misled by these 
German communigués. It was the British 
method of advancing with the least cost in lite 
by smashing their barbed wire and their 
machine gun emplacements, and then advanc- 
ing to a point, the bombardment ceased, and 
then pressing on. That took time. But it was 
sure, and in spite of the fact that the Ger- 
mans professed their delight with it prisoners 
who came in told a totally different tale. 
But, he went on, while the Army is fighting so 
valiantly, let the nation behind be patient, and, 
above all, united. The strain is great on 
nations and individuals. Long voyages and 
journeys are very trying to the temper. There 
are some who are more concerned about ending 
the war than winning it, But let us keep our 
eyes steadily on the winning of the war. Keep 
both eyes on it: Beware of being cross-eyed. 
(Laughter.) Let both eyes be set on victary, 
and looking neither to the right nor the left— 
that is the way we shall win. (Cheers.) 


WARNING TO PACIFISTS. 

Anyone who promotes national distrust or 
disdain at this hour is helping the enemy and 
hffrting his native land, and it makes no dif- 
ference whether he is for or against war. Let 
there be one thought in every head, 

if you sow distrust, discontent, and dis- 
sension in the nation we shall reap defeat. 
if, on the other hand, we sow the seeds of 
patience, confidence, and unity, we shall 
garner in victory and its fruit. 

The last ridges of a climb were always most 
trying to‘the nerve and the heart. The climber 
who turned back when he was almost there 
never became a brave mountaineer, and the 
nation which turned back before it reached ite 
purpose never became a great people. But if 
they did turn back, and afterwards looked up 
and saw how near they had got to the top, 
how they cursed their faint-heartedness. No 
one, he declared, has amy idea—no one in 
Britain, in France, in Italy, in Russia, in Ger- 
many, or in Austria—how near the top we may 
be. A mere crag may hide it from our view. 
And there are accidents. Russia may have 
staggered for the moment into a orevasse, but 
she is still on the rope, and she will climb up 
again, climbing with strong limb and firm pur- 
pose, and together we shall reach the summát 
of our hopes. (Loud and prolonged cheers.) 

On the motion of Lieutenant-Colone] Sanders, 
M.P., a vote of thanks was given to the Prime 
Minister for his address, the Colonel] remarking 
that. before the war he, as a good Tory, did 
not know whether he hated the devil or Mr. 
Llovd George the more. 

The Prime Minister, in reply, said apparenily 
Colonel Sanders was prepared to support even 
the Prince of Darkness if he only won war.

THE LOST BELGIAN PRINCE. 


ADMIRALTY STATEMENT. 


The Secretary of the Admiralty makes the 
following amet As has already been 
reported unoffiffially in the Press, the British 
steamship, Belgian Prince, was torpedoed by a 
German submarine on July ys The crew 
abandoned the ship in two boats, and were 
ordered on to the upper deck’ of the submarine 
by the German Commander. Under his direc- 
tions the boats were then smashed with axes, 
and the crew of the Belgian Prince deprived of 
their lifehoats* The master was taken below, 
and the hatch closed. The submarine sub- 
merged without warning, with 43 men stand- 
ing on her deck. This was the entire crew 
of the Belgian Prince, and with the exception 
of three, all these were drowned. The three 
survivors had contrived to retain their lifebelts

The captain of the Belgian Prince, which was 
sunk by a German submarine, is a native of 
Bangor, Co. Down. His name is Captain Harry 
Hassen, son of Mr. Alex.

SERVICE IN ST. PATRICK’S 
CATHEDRAL, 


A large congregation assembled on Saturday 
in the National Cathedral of St. Patrick to 
hear the Evensong of the third anniversary of 
the declaration. of war. There was a time of 
waiting for Evensong. It was an hour of 
spiritual wakefulness, too. Its weH spent mo- 
ments soothed the mind into the’ quietness of 
approaching service. They were filled with the 
music of the organ, played masterfully by Dr. 
Charles* Marchant, and with the inspiring 
strains of the Royal Irish Fusiliers’ band. 
During this sweet prelude the people still came, 
so that the Cathedral was full when the hour 
of Evensong was nigh. Evensong opened with a 
choral procession, whose hymn was Major 
Henry Guise’s “God of our Nation,” a holy song 
of penitence and of trust both in this world 
and in the world hereafter.. There were the 
Dean, Dr. Ovenden; the Precentor, Dr. Lawlor: 
the Treasurer, Canon Carleton; the Dean of the 
Chapel Royal Archdeacon Holmes, now Canon- 
in-Residence; Canon Tristram, the Succentor, 
Key. John Robinson; the Dean's Vicar, Rev. 
James Atkinson; the Rev. E. H. F. Campbell:

Sir,—In the excellent in your issue of 
to-day it séems to me 


training of the blind. For imstance, your 
article states that by means of a dictaphone the 
blind can be made correct typists; the dicta- 
phone removing what would otherwise be an 
almost unsurmountable bar, stenography. Now, 
last year, when I wadba student at the Royal 
Normal College for the Biind, Upper Norwood, 
I not. only learned to read Braille and type cor- 
rectly in a single term, but 1 saw a girl, totally. 
blind, take down by means of a Braille sbort- 
hand machine, at the rate of 120 words 4 
minute, and subsequently transcribe from her 
notes in typewriting at the rate of 50 words a 
minute. But none save those who have seen 
the work accomplished by the pupils at Nor- 
wood can adequately realise what a high 
standard has been reached in the mental and 
physical training of the pupils. With regard to 
this latter question I can state that at the 
athletic sports recently a blind boy won the 
high jump with a leap of 5ft. 2in. In Ireland 
the hi w áb traíning of the blind has, it is to 
W feared, not hitherto received the attention it. 
ddserves from the managers of the blind 
asylums, where, partly from lack of funds and 
partly from lack of knowledge of what has 
been successfully accomplished in Great Britain, 
the physica] condition of our Irish blind leaves 
much to be desired. But now that you have 
called the attention of our philanthropic public 
to this pressing question, is it too much to hope 
that a concerted effort may not be made to 
do something to make up the leeway, and place 
our Irish blind in a better position than they 
at present occupy? Funds are needed; and still 
mare the formation of a small Committee of 
competent and representative persons, who 
would wisely use the funds that might be en- 
trusted to them, in assisting the existing in- 
stitutions for the bli in Ireland, until the 
State, as in other cOUntries, makes adequate 
provision for the education and employment of

CATTLE PRICES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—Criticisms on Lord Rhondda’s Meat 
Order are based upon the fact that 1t cannot 
pay farmers to buy cattle at 74s. per cwt., and 
to sell them later at 60s. But it surely does not 
follow that the maximum September price for 
beef will be paid for half finished cattle. The 
certainty that prices will come down later on 
must, 1 think, necessarily tell immediately on 
cattle which will be only fit to kill later on, 
and, therefore, stall-feeding next winter is rot 

likely to prove as unprofitable as some think. 
It is not clear what the objectors to Lord 
Rhondda’s scheme have in mind. If they want 
higher prices next January they are right from 
the farmer’s point of view, but very wrong 
from that of the consumer. If, on the other 
hand, they want the Government to reduce the 
price of meat at once down to 60s. per cwt., 
their desire could only benefit the consumers in 
England at a loss of several million pounds to 
Ireland. It is a pity that the Government did 
not. step in much sooner, when a carefully 
thought out plan might have been adopted 
which would go involved no material hard- 
ship to anyone; but, as this has not been done, 
I think the Government’s plan now is the best 
one under the circumstances. In saying this, 1 
do not deny that stall-feeders have some 
grievances, but the large majority of stall- 
feeders ann also to be graziers, and their 
losses, resulting from buying cattle at-relatively 
too high a figure, will in part be made up by 
the énhanced value of good stable manure, for 
if one ton of stable manure was werth four 
shillings when tatoes were selling at £35 a 
ton or less it will clearly be worth a good deal 
more next winter. As the Government now 
coutrols all prices, it should, I think, be urged 
to do what it can to reduce the cost of feeding 

stuffs and of cake next winter.—Yours, etc.,

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IRISH GENTLEMAN'S DEATH IN 
NATAL.

Mr. Vere William Lane Blake, a widely-known 
and popular Natal Colonist, and for many 
vears Gentleman Usher of the Black Rod of the 
Natal Legislative Council, died at Grey’s Hos- 
pital, Pietermaritzburg, on Saturday night, 
June 235, agéd 66. The immediate cause of 
death was blood-poisoning. The deceased gentle- 
was born on July 4, 1851, at Killenaule, Oo. 
Tipperary. He was a son of the late Mr. 
Peter Blake, County Inspector of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary, and at one time Stipendiary 
Magistrate of Kilkenny. Educated at Tuam, 
Mr. Blake was introduced to a commercial 
career. This proved to be so little to the taste 
of the light-hearted young Irishman that, he ¢n- 
listed in the 17th Lancers, and servéd with the 
“Death or Glory Boys” in India, and after- 
wards in the Zulu War. Settling in Natal after 
the Zulu War, Mr. Blake married, and, after 
tarming for a while on the Natal Coast, he en- 
tered the Natal Civil Service, and held an ap- 
pointment in the Customs Department, Durban, 
until 1894, when he was appointed, on the ad- 
vent of responsible’ government, Gentleman 
Usher of the Black Rod in the Upper House of 
the Natal Parliament. On the South African 
Union coming into being in 1910, the Natal 
Legislature was superseded by the South 
African Parliament, and Mr. Blake retired on

Lady Smith-Dorrien, having undertaken to supply 
the medical authorities with bags for the much- 
valued letters and small possessidus taken from 
the pockets of wounded and sick officers and men 
on admission to «asualty clearing stations and 
hospitals at the front, feels it her duty to. inform 
the public that the falling off in the number of 
bags sent to ber dépót has become so serious that 
her reserves have been used wp, and that the supply 
has become quite unequal to the demand, and must 
remain so unless immediate and continuous support 
is forthcoming. The medical authorities and the 
officers and men themselves are leud in praise of 
these bags, and have come to regard them as a 
necessity.

Lady Smith-Dorrien would emphasise that if a bag 
is vot available when one of our gallant wounded 
is carried in fram the field of battle, anxiety for 
the safety of the valuables he has in his pockets is 
added to the sufferings from his wounds: and she 
points out that this would never occur if the old 
standard of supply sent her should be again at- 
tained. It appears to her to be essentially a case 
where the situation could be saved if a large num- 
ber of people would send in a few bags each from 
time to time; and she will be glad to give any 
information in reply to questions addressed to her 
at 26 Pont street, London, 8.W. It is possible that 
the increased price of materials may account for 
the falling off, and Lady Smith-Dorrien is glad to 
be able to announce that she has obtained a 
limited amount of cretonne at 6d. a yard, or crash 
at Sd.; tape at 1/8 100 yards, and labels at 4ad. 
(or post free 7§d.) a 100, and she can supply at those 
prices. Anyoné sending 6/6 can obtain sufficient 
cretanne, tape, aud labels, carriage free, for 30 bags: 
or, if crash is preferred to cretonne, 5/8 will 
suffice. 

Directions.—Bags, when finished, should measure 
about 12 x 14 inches.

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SHORTAGE OF MILK 
SUPPLY. 


GOVERNMENT BOARD'S 


SUGGESTION. 


The question of the shortage of the milk 
supply is receiving the careful attention of the 
Local Government Board; and, with the object 
of bringing the matter under the notice of 
local authorities throughout Ireland, the follow- 
ing circular has been issued by the Secretary :'— 

Lecal Government Board, Dublin, 
27th July, 1917. 

Sin —~—I am directed by the Loyal Government 
Board for Ireland to state that a deputation from 
the Lrish County Councils’ General Council, which 
recently waited on them, called attention to the 
present shortage and the prospect of a further 
diminution of supplies. The deputation considered 
that, in the interests of agricultural labourers and 
their families, creamery societies throughout Ire 
land shamld be. induced within their respecfive 
tricts from which they draw their supplies of milk, 
to set aside a reasonable percentage. for sale to the 
public at the creameries or at selected depots as 
may be arranged at a price not exceeding by more 
than 10 per cent. the average price d by the 
sreamery society to the farmers aí the district. 
Board concur in this view, and they would accord- 
ingly suggest that local authorities should place 
themselves in communication with the creamery 
societies with a view to the laiter taking action 
in the = indicated. i 

The Board have already, in their circular letter 
of May lust. referred to the scarcity of milk in 
some districts, and to the adverse effects likely to 
result therefrom to the health of infants and young 
children. They pointed out that under the pro- 
visions of Section 3 (2) (b) of the Notification of 
Births (Extension) Act, 1915, it is open to the 
Ceuncils, with the Board's approval, to make ar- 
rangements for the supply of milk fer expectant 
and nursing mothers children under five years 
of age. in connection with any scheme for maternity 
‘and child welfare, and the Board consider that, if 
full effect were given to this provision of the law, 
it would go far to relieve the situation. 

The Board would, therefore, request that the 
Council, if they have not already done so, should 
now make arrangements accordingly. It is open to 
them to enter into contracts with creamery societies 
or with private individuals for the supply of milk, 
and to arrange fer its distritmtion for the use of 
expectant and nursing mothers and for children 
under five years of age, che shonid, how- 
ever, be careful not to interfere with the supply in 
the immediate neighbeur of lapre centres of 
population, but should endeavour to ehtain the milk 
from localities remote from towns, where sufficient 
sopplies might be available over and above the 
supply needed for their own requirements. 

In cases where milk has 40 be brought by rail, 
the Councils would do well to approach the railway 
companies with a view to their giving Increased 
facilities for the prompt conveyance of the milk 
from the place of consignment to the place of de-
